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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

10. (Amended) The processor of claim [9] 8 wherein the status indicated by the 
respective bit of the respective single bit array for each of the memory fragments is 
whether the respective memory fragment is empty 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1 , 3-8, and 1 0-20 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1, Vanden Heuvel and Larson do not teach, alone nor in 
combination, a processor coupled to the wireless transceiver, the processor having a 
memory such that the memory is inside of the processor, the memory comprising at 
least six FIFO memory structures in which each FIFO memory structure comprises a 
plurality of fragments, the at least six FIFO memory structures comprising at least three 
pairs of FIFO memory structures, each FIFO memory structure pair storing a different 
type of data packet that is being transmitted and received, the memory comprising a 
respective single bit array corresponding to each FIFO memory structure, each 
fragment of associated FIFO memory structure being associated with a respective bit in 
the respective single bit array, the respective bit providing a status of the associated 
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fragment, the memory comprising a respective second array correspond to each FIFO 
memory structure, the respective second array storing a respective link list and being 
configured to control, via the respective link list, the sequence of memory fragments 
from which data is read. 

Claim 8 is allowable for similar reasons as claim 1 .
